Eighty years ago yesterday a 
Scuthern soldier, T. G. Scroggins. 
wounded in a Scottsville, Va 
ital. He had a few days pre 
viously been in action that caused 
thousands of men to be killed and 
many more thousands to be wound- 
ed As he recuperated'in the hos: 
pital bed he penned a four pa 
letter to-his father, G. E. Scrog- 
gini at Louisville, Ala. The sol- 
dier was an uncle of H, G. Mc 
Gouirk at Sand Cut. Yesterday 
^tr, McGuoirk brought that 
er to The Everglades New$ of 
fce in order that we might write 
these few lines about it. The let- 
i» written on blue paper with ink 
that might have been brown in 
ibat day. The handwriting is de^ 
cidedly plain and shows a steady 
merve to have been written under 
the then existing circumstances. 

Mr. McGuoirk prizes the letter 
very highly, 1t is interesting and 
must have been an exceedingly 
welcome missive to the father cf 
the wounded son. 

This editor, not being so well 
versed on Civil War history, can't 
identify the battle described in the 
letter. It tells that "they hurt v 
very bad but not half like we hurt 
hem. They estimate their own 
sosses at 60,000—30,000 killed 
md wounded and 30,000 prisoners 
and missing^ À , 

In describing his}treatment in 
the Virginia hospital Scroggins 
said: "The people here are — the 
kindest I have ever seen. They
